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Progress On State 
Architectural Contract 

The standard form of contract be- 
tween the State of Missouri and the 
Architect, as prepared by the State, 
has been under criticism by the 
MARA. This contract is the pattern 
which is followed by many State 
agencies in their dealings with archi- 
tects. The contract contains a num- 
ber of requirements which are con- 
trary to accepted practices of the 
profession of architecture. 

A recent meeting of the MARA 
committee, studying this problem, 
was attended by Committee Chair- 
man John M. Hewitt, Dave P. Clark, 
Angus McCallum and Ted Hoener, 
and by John P. Nix, representing the 
Missouri Association of Consulting 
Engineers. The MARA efforts are 
enthusiastically approved by the 
engineers. 

One result of the efforts to date 
has been the removal of the require- 
ment that the architect furnish rein- 
forcing bar details and lists with his 
working drawings. Efforts to im- 
prove this standard contract form 
will continue. 


Amendment No. 1 Endorsed 

The Board of Directors of the 
MARA endorsed Amendment No. 1, 
providing for an increase in the 
salary and expense allowance of 
State Legislators. The Citizens’ 
Committee promoting this campaign 
was notified of this decision. 


Welton Becket 
FAIA 
Architect 


Welton Becket will be one of 
the featured speakers at the first 
afternoon seminar for the Archi- 
tects’ Day activities of the Mis- 
souri Association of Registered 
Architects at the Missouri Hotel 
in Jefferson City, Missouri, on 
Saturday, April 27, 1957. This 
seminar will be the programming 
and designing phase of “Design- 
ing for the Corporate Client.” Mr. 
Becket will also be the principal 
speaker at the annual banquet the same evening. 

Mr. Becket heads the architectural firm of Welton Becket and Asso- 
ciates, Architects and Engineers, one of the best known firms in the United 
States and with a practice extending into several foreign countries. The 
firm now has a backlog of work figuring well over $220,000,000. Becket and 
his associates are remarkably prolific and versatile. Among many other 
projects, the firm is designing nineteen large shopping centers, several 
Hilton Hotels and fifty-one major stores. Among Becket’s better known 
works are the Prudential Building and the General Petroleum Building in 
Los Angeles. He had an important part in the design of the new Air Force 
Academy at Colorado Springs, Colorado. Locally, Becket has designed the 
$7,000,000 Hallmark greeting card factory and office building in Kansas 
City. Other projects, equally or more important but too numerous to men- 
tion, have contributed greatly to the well deserved renown of Mr. Becket. 

Welton Becket’s practice extends from coast to coast in the United 
States and into Egypt, Cuba, Brazil, Hawaiian Islands, and Philippine 
Islands. This requires fast travel. In the short space of six weeks he visited 
with President Eisenhower in Abilene, Kansas, in relation to the Eisenhower 
Foundation Building, President Naguib of Egypt in Cairo to discuss the 
Hilton Nile Hotel, and with Juan Batista, President of Cuba, in Havana to 
review plans of the Hilton Habana Hotel in Cuba.

He was 
educated at the University of Washington in architecture and civil and 
structural engineering and at the School of Fine Arts at Fontainebleau, 
France. He is a Fellow of the American Institute of Architects, elected in 
1952, a member of the Missouri Association of Registered Architects, a 
member of the California Council of Architects, Director of the A.I.A., 1944- 
1947, Chairman of Regional Planning Commission of the A.LA., 1944-1945, 
Chairman of the Downtown Los Angeles Beautification Committee, 1949, 
and a member of the National Council of Architectural Registration Boards. 

Becket entered the architectural profession in 1929. From 1931 to 1950 
he was a member of the well known firm of Wurdeman and Becket, Los 
Angeles; and, after Walter Wurdeman’s untimely death in 1950, Mr. Becket 


continued under the present firm name of Welton Becket and Associates.

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Architectural Analysis 
For Governor’s Mansion 
Senator George A. Spencer, of 

Columbia, Chairman of the Joint 
Committee of the House and Senate 
to Consider the Use and Disposition 
of the Governor’s Mansion, has ac- 
cepted the offer of the MARA to aid 
in the Committee’s study. A com- 
mittee of architects, which was ap- 
pointed in Jefferson City on Sat., 
March 16, 1957, will investigate four 
different solutions to the problem 
and report on each to the Joint Com- 
mittee. The first meeting between 
the architectural committee and the 
Joint Committee was on Thursday, 
March 21, 1957. The architects in at- 
tendance were: Robert Elkington 
and John Sweeney, of St. Louis, 
John Monroe and John Murphy, of 
Kansas City, and Dave Clark, of 
Columbia. 

The Committee has since been ex- 
panded to include Harris Armstrong, 
Hari Van Hoefen, John Bryan and 
Dan Carroll, of St. Louis and Frank 
Slezak and Angus McCallum of 
Kansas City. By invitation of the 
MARA the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Chapters of the AIA are co- 
operating in this study. 

The analyses will cover several 
possible schemes of procedure. 
Scheme A involves restoration and 
modernization of the present struc- 
ture providing therein for all estab- 
lished functions of the building and 
providing also a modern residence 
for the Governor and his family. 

Scheme B involves restoration and 
modernization of the existing build- 
ing for its historical value and to 
accommodate formal State functions 
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and guest rooms for visiting digni- 
taries and providing a new adjacent 
Governor’s Residence. 

Scheme C involves complete de- 
molition of the existing building and 
the construction of a completely new 
structure on the same site to house 
all functions formerly provided by 
the existing mansion. 

Scheme D involves the retention 
and renovation of the existing man- 
sion for its historical interest and 
provision of a new structure on a 
separate site, containing facilities for 
all functions formerly provided by 
the existing mansion. 

A report will be submitted to the 
Joint Committee of the House and 
Senate not later than April 15, 1957.

Increase In Architectural 
Design of Residences 

New York, March 31—Results of 
a survey just completed by F. W. 
Dodge Corporation indicate that 
architects are designing more houses 
in 1957 than they did last year. 

Nearly 80 percent of 105 repre- 
sentative architectural firms inter- 
viewed in 25 cities reported that in 
the first quarter of 1957 they were 
designing as many, or more, homes 
as in the first quarter of 1956. 

Results of the survey, conducted 
by Dodge Reports district and 
branch offices, showed that 39 per- 
cent of the firms were designing 
more homes this year, while another 
38 percent reported no change. Only 
23 percent reported that they were 
designing fewer houses than last 
year. 

Among the firms reporting gains 
over last year, increases ranged from 
10 percent to as much as 300 percent. 

In reply to another question as to 
whether the trend of house design 
activity in their offices had been up, 
down or level in recent months, 79 
percent of the firms said that the 
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trend had been level or upward; 
only 21 percent reported any down- 
trend. Nearly 42 percent actually 
reported an increase. 

Commenting on the results of the 
survey, Dodge vice-president and 
economist George Cline Smith said 
that the uptrend in architect-design- 
ed houses was “hardly surprising.” 


“The much publicized drop in 
housing starts last year occurred en- 
tirely in government-insured pro- 
grams,” Dr. Smith said, “and con- 
ventionally-financed housing held up 
throughout the year. In the first two 
months of 1957, the number of con- 
ventionally financed ‘housing starts 
actually increased over the same 
period of last year. 


“Since conventionally - financed 
houses tend to be larger and more 
expensive than those financed under 
government insurance programs, and 
since there is a perceptible trend 
toward greater floor area and high- 
er price tags evident from the con- 
struction contract statistics, it is 
hardly surprising to find architect 
activity on the increase in the house 
design field.”
